A report of the Illinois legislative 
proceedings states that when the sen­ 
ate bill appropriating $7500 to pay the 
incidental ex penses of the present gen­ 
eral assembly and to provide for the 
care and custody of the state house 
and grounds was called up ou third 
reading, Mr. Cal Johnson [dem.| 
of 
W hiteside and 
Mr. Alschuler [dem.J 
opposed the bill, saying they thought 
the $15,000 formerly appropriated was 
sufficient. 
As it turned out these mem­ 
bers should, for the credit of their 
friend, the secretary of state, k eep 
quiet, as their rem ark s required an 
ex planation lrom the other side of tin' 
house. 
Tom Needles [rep.] said 
when the 
bill appropriating $15,000 for this pur­ 
pose was pa.-sed at the beginning of 
session the secretary of state had just 
come into office, and it was supposed by 
him tha t the amount would be suffic­ 
ient. 
“ But.” said Mr. Needles, “ after 
he got inducted into office, and after 
the general assembly had begun to 
mak e demands on him, he found that 
the committee rooms had been looted 
of furniture. 
He found the desk s gone, 
the carpets gone, the stationary gone 
—everthing gone. 
T here is no use to 
deny the fact tha t the state house had 
been absolutely looted by somebody. 
It thus became necessary to spend the 
$15,0(10 to refurnish the state house.’' 
Secretary of State Hienrichsen had 
c ha rge of the state house at t ha t time, 
but he also had cha rge of the Bryan 
and Altgeld political campaign, as 
chairm an of the state popocratic com­ 
mittee: aud of course did not have time 
to attend to his official duties. 
In the 
interest of free silver he was endeavor­ 
ing to elect Bryan, Altgeld and others 
and did not look after state property at 
the capitol. 
A public office at that 
time was simply a “ public trus t’’ 
in 
the honesty of the mob of janitors ap­ 
pointed by Altgeld and company. 


A ccred ited Sch o o ls o f the States U n i­ 
versity. 


T he University of Illinois, recogniz­ 
ing the fact t ha t a state university 
should furnish opportunities for higher 
education to as many as possible of 
the youth of the state, has 
recently 
made a change in Its system of accred- 
ing schools whereby it is hoped to 
bring all the high schools of the state 
into closer relation with the Univers­ 
ity. 
Heretofore only schools of a cur­ 
tain rank have been accredited. 
The 
new ruling provides tha t any school 
may receive credit for any subjects in­ 
cluded in the requirements for admis­ 
sion to the University, provided the 
work in those subjects be sufficiently 
well done. 
This permits the high 
schools not capable of doing all the re­ 
quirement-, and admits the graduates 
of such schools without ex amination on 
the work for which the school.- are ac­ 
credited, giving them the opportunity 
of m ak ing up the remaining require­ 
ments in the preparatory school of the 
University.

The new secreta ry of the trea sury, 
Lyma n J Ga ge, 
not a uoviet* either 
in the theory or pra ctice of fina ncia l 
a ffa irs. 
Long lief ore most ha nkers a nd 
business men x vere grea tly concerned 
a bout our na tiona l fina nces lie sa w dun 
ger a hea d a n d prophesied wha t would— 
a nd wha t did—ha ppen, unless certa in 
cha nges were ma de in our unscientific 
a nd unsound fina ncia l sy ste m . 
On Felt. If. 1891, Mr. Ga ge rea d a 
pa per before the Sunset club in Chica go. 
After ex pla ining how silver a nd gold 
money ha d been evolved ‘‘by the tree pla y 
of huma n choice, ending in consensus of 
a ction, a nd never by conventiona l a gree 
mentH ma de in a dva nce,” he dtseussed 
our own moneta ry eondit ions, i 1«* point­ 
ed out how tlie United Sta tes, by æ 
eepting both meta ls a nd by a llowing its 
ereditorn to choose either, kept together 
tlie two meta ls, whose va lues were di­ 
verging ra pidly. To the question, (fa n 
not the government continue this policy 
indefinitely a nd thus“ forever preserve a 
higher va lue to the silver coin tha n its 
equiva lent in silver bullion? ” he replied 
tha t it could not, 
“ The proportion of 
silver pa yments to the government, 
he 
sa id, “ will stea dily increa se until the 
trea sury depa rtment will he obliged to 
■ ither pa y in silver or buy gold in ex ­ 
cha nge for it. 
With free coina ge of sil 
ver, ” he a dded, “ this result will he the 
sooner rea ched.” 
Nothing could 
be 
clea rer or sounder tha n this. 
If is pre­ 
cisely wha t ha ppened 
In the a utumn of 1891 he took pa rt in 
a n ela bora te discussion of t o money 
quest ion a ( the < ’ommereia l elu ti of Uhi 
ruga 
Ills a ddress iit. this m et mg is 
often referred to a mi is now of much in 
forest, since it conta ins wha t he sa ys 
a re still substa ntia lly his idea s in rega rd 
to currency reform. We quote below the 
grea ter pa rt of this a ddress: 
"In spea king upon the subject of our 
money system one must he a wa re tha t in 
wha tever lie ma y sa y he will ex cite the 
hostile criticism a nd dra w* forth hitter 
invective fi >m some one or more of the 
va rious fumions who a re seeking to es 
tublish on new a nd ex perimenta l foun 
da tions our much disturbed fina ncia l 
struct tire. 
‘‘Through our heterogeneous system 
tlx * pi blie mind ha s seemingly lost the 
powei to discriminâ t * 
between 
rea l 
things a nd the 
sha dows or signs of 
things. It is necessa ry tha t disguises lie 
pulled a sid * a nd tha t r a l fa cts a ppea r. 
‘‘There is, in truth, only one rea l 
money—viz, meta llic coin. 
It ma y be 
composed of gold or silver. It might he 
of something else, but it is not. Green 
ba cks, trea sury notes a nd na tiona l ba nk 
notes a re but promises to pa y. 
In the 
na ture of things they ca n be nothing 
more. They pa ss a s money, perform the 
functions of money, often more eonveii 
iently t ba n money itself. Beca use of this 
confusion comes, a nd we a re led a stra y. 
Seeing tha t the greenba ck is uttered by 
the government; tha t it ha s, by the lega l 
tender qua lity impa rted to it. the power 
to pa y debts, a nd tha t it circula tes w ith 
a ll the power of money, discrimina tion 
cea ses—we ca ll it money—a nd the idea 
tha t government ca n crea te money by 
its sa nction or fia t becomes rooted in 
the mind. The distinctions just pointed 
out a re, however, funda menta l distinc­ 
tions. 
They should be ta ught in the 
schools. They a re simple, ea sy to bo un­ 
derstood even by a child. 
‘‘We a dmit tha t on ma ny occa sions 
pa per money, whether greenba cks, trea s­ 
ury notes or na tiona l ba nk notes, is 
more to be desired tha n gold. Vet more 
to be desired tha n either, a s proved by 
the da ily conduct of men, is a credit 
ba la nce in a solvent ba nk. For, to secure 
this better form of good, people volun­ 
ta rily give to the ba nker these promises 
to pa y—yea , even gold itself— for a 
credit to a n equa l sum upon his lx >oks. 
With a n entry upon their pa ssbook a s 
evidence of the tra nsa ction they cla im 
to ha ve “ money in the ba nk.” In popu­ 
la r la ngua ge, the cla im is well enough, 
but, correctly spea king, it is positively 
untrue. 
They ha ve pa rted with their 
money, if money they ba d. 
It belongs 
to the ba nker; it is no longer theirs. 
"The considérâ t ion they ha ve received 
is a n a greement from the ba nker to 
meet their requisitions niton him from 
time to time. 
If the hunker is fa ithful 
to his obliga tions they ha ve ma de no 
ha d ba rga in, for a ll these things—green 
ha cks, trea sury notes, 
na tiona l ba nk 
notes a nd, to use the popula r la ngua ge, 
money 111 ba nk—a re in their na ture a nd 
essence one—viz, they a rt 
forms of 
credit. Their va lue, ea ch a mi a ll a like, 
lies m the a bility of t lu* own* r to con 
vert them a t la st into the only rea l form 
of money now ex istent—meta llic coin. 
And to push the question a little fa r­ 
ther, the only va lue of the meta llic coin 
lies, not in the coin a s u coin, but in 
the power of the meta l the coin conta ins 
to ex cha nge for other things. 
“ It should here be noted tha t while 
our silver dolla r is rea l money its power 
to ex cha nge for other things is more 
tha n doubled by a nother a nd a rtificia l 
va lue impa rted to it through the la w, 
which gives it power equa l to the dolla r 
in gold to pa y customs dues. 
Ha ving 
a n equa l va lue in this direction, the 
qua ntity being limited, it lia s equa l 
va lue Tu a ll directions, but the difference 
between the meta llic va lue of the silver 
dolla r a nd this a rbitra ry va lue lies in 
the rea lm of credit. Wha t I ha ve so fa r 
sa id lies a t th» * founda tion of the subject 
a nd must be first umli rstood. 
“ We ha ve now current in the United 
Sta te*; a va ila ble in the purcha se a nd sa le 
of commodities a nd for the pa yment of 
la bor services the following a gencies: 


“ F’» vt, gold coin, silver coin—rea l 
iioney. 
"Nex t, greenba cks, trea sury notes, 
na tiona l ba nk note* a nd ba nk checks. 
The la st four to tie cla ssified together a s 
forms of credit. 
“ Their respective lega l rela tionships 
to rea l money, however, a re not a like. 
The na tiona l ha nk note a nd the ba nk 
cheek ma y both be sa tisfied by the tender 
i of greenba cks or trea sury notes, while 
fhe la st two a re redeemed only in coin 
'or in pa yment of public dues. 
“ In pa ssing it ma y be well to note 
the r e l a t i v e use of these va rious a gencies 
in the pra ctica l opera tions of commerce 
a nd tra de. No better pla ce to determine 
this ra n be found tha n the counter of a 
ba nk, a nd the following sta tement of 
the a mount of ea ch received by a ha nk 
in tin* c it y on it r e c e n t d a y will indica te 
their re l a t i v e inip« -j t;» n* e in tha t direc- 
1 ion:

While her ma jesty Victoria ma y a ppea r 
to rule single ha nded, she ha s not the 
power. 
Before a n ediot of hers ca n go 
forth it must ha ve the concurrence of 
the privy council. 
By the fa thers this 
wa s thought to be a sa fegua rd, a nd so, 
when they a ppointed a governor to be 
over them, they hedged him a bout with 
councilors who should a iivi.se him in 
his doings. 
The council ha s a t a ll times been 
chosen from the best men of the sta te, 
a nd in tin* a rra ngement of the legisla ­ 
ture tin* councilors ra nk nex t to the 
lieutena nt governor a nd the members of 
the ex ecutive depa rtment. 
True, when 
either politica l pa rty might feel tha t 
there wa s no cha nce of electing its nom­ 
inee, instea d of a llowing the office to go 
by defa ult a ny one who chose might be 
a llowed to run. 
But in the 80 yea rs, a fter a ca reful 
ex a mina tion of the records, it is sa fe to 
sa y tha t 110 ma n ha s been elected to the 
council who hud a blemish on his cha r­ 
a cter. 
Indeed there a re the na mes of 
men who ha ve not only won for them­ 
selves distinction in our own sta te, but 
ha ve become so well known a nd respect­ 
ed tha t they will go down in the history 
of the country.—Boston Post.

They a re not sa la ble ex cept where they 
ca n be combined into la rge ra nches a nd 
where the owners a re possessed of clea r 
titles. Thousa nds of these a re owned in 
the ea st under the deed of a sheriff, 
through the process of foreclosure. The 
loa ns tha t were ma de on them in the 
ha lcyon da ys a re pa st due, a nd the 
mortga gees ha ve ta ken their own.

But in the 
slow moving action of the huge organ­ 
isms that we call nations and govern­ 
ments there is time enough for kings 
and presidents to sleep, to be off guard; 
whereas, in the rapid movements of 
ships and the frequent sudden vicissi­ 
tude of sea life the captain—the cap­ 
tain’s power—cannot sleep. 
It is plain 
to say his person must. 
No more than 
the proverbial switch tender can he, as a 
habit, be on duty 20 hours out of the 
24. 
Hence arises the necessity for the 
watch officer, who is in charge of the 
deck and vested while so with all the 
captain’s power for the conduct of that 
which goes ou ou deck or pertains to the i 
direction. He holds this control not he- I 
cause he is the captain or lieutenant by 
grade and title, but because of the office ] 
be is then filling. 
Is this considered an 
ex travagant claim—unlimited? 
And as it is on deck so it is in the en­ 
gine room. 
The man in charge there, 
iiimself in his sphere, ex ercises a control 
as absolute as the captain and the officer 
of the watch— like them absolute, like] 
them limited. 
But there are two on 
duty at the same time—the deck officer 
and the engine officer, the directive and 
the motive forces. 
The unity of result 
demands that they be not independent. 
One must be the superior, and it must 
be the one who hascharge of the direct­ 
ive force, as that which is the more es­ 
sential to the safety and government of 
the vessel; not because the one mau is 
superior to the other mau, but because 
the one power is more important than 
the other.—Captain A. T. Mahan, U. 
S. N ., in North American Review.
